Now, sev eral prominent people of tha t sta te 
hav e requested a legislativ e inquiry into chaiges 
of cruelty tha t hav e been made through the 
publicity . The general assembly of Georgia con- 
v enes shortly and letters addressed to indiv idual 
members urge the Inv estigation as a means of 
clearing the sta te’s reputation. 
The citizens of tha t great sta te and one or two 
others which hav e broken into the lim elight 
should welcome such a probe of conditions in 
these camps. If the charges of cruelty are u n ­ 
founded, the fa ct should be made known. 
If 
they are true, those who are guilty should be 
determined and dealt with accordingly . 
Prison camps such as are operated in Georgia 
and other sta tes are all right if properly m a n­ 
aged. Strict discipline must be carried out, of 
course, but the men ca nnot object to this if they 
are well fed and housed, and treated humanly . 
Charges th a t have been made in the great 
amount of publicity th a t has been in evidence in 
elude those of torture m ethods em bracin g the 
use of double shackles, barrels, racks, an d other 
such m ethods of pun ishm en t. Even il these con ­ 
ditions should prevail, m an y publicists have 
probably ex aggerated to further the sale of their 
books or a ttra c t public atten tion to themselves.

AUTOMOBILE DEATHS DECREASE 


A recen t report of the Nation al Safety Count il 
an n oun ces th a t deaths resultin g from autom o­ 
biles in 19 32 decreased about thirteen per cen t 
over 19 31. Last y ear’s death toll was about 29 ,000, 
reports the council, or a decrease of 4,000 from 
the previous y ear. 
This report is particularly en couragin g since 
the death toll from automobile acciden ts has 
steadily m oun ted for several y ears despite efforts 
to the con trary , in creasin g n um ber of autom o­ 
biles has been greatly responsible of couise for 
the in crease in auto deaths in the past y ears but 
the death rates surpassed the ratio oi inciease. 
Careless driving play ed its pa rt in this great 


menace to life. The tendency to disregard the 
rights and sa fety of others ha s play ed hav oc 
both to other driv ers and to pedestrians. Varied 
traffic regulations and codes of road ethics has 
been confusing, too. 
There ha s been untiring effort brought to play 
to curb reckless driv ers and to institute uniform 
traffic regulations. 
These efforts seem to be 
bearing fruit and it is hoped tha t the situa tion 
will continue to improv e a s it did in the y ea r1 
just past.

Many of these pet words are in them selv es un- i 
objectionable, although some of them are sadly 
misused. There is nothing wrong with the word 
reaction y et we do weary of it, so often do we 
see and hear it used. It is an impressionable 
sound and probably fav ored for tha t reason. 
Contact is a pet. word with many and y et n ot 
a word at all as it is used mostly . Bo many people 
speak of conta cting a man which, in the true 
sense, is preposterous. High pressure salesm an ­ 
ship seems to be responsible for this teim . 
The word curren t is often tim es used w hen the 
speaker or w riter really m ean s presen t. Angle 
or slan t is a pet word with m an y , y et the m ean ­ 
ing th a t they are supposed to convey is never 
quite clear to the reader or listener. 
Every one is en titled to a choice in words am. 
m ay m ake favorites of them to good advan tage 
if the choice is wise an d correct. But even good 
words can be used too frequen tly so oi 
n ot have too m an y favorites an d perhaps

should say they should n ot be m ade such im ­ 
portan t favorites.
